MAYOR, CLR LASSY CHIWAYO AT THE CIVIC CENTRE COUNCIL CHAMBERS NELSPRUIT 
ON 25 JUNE 2010

Honourable Members of Council and all Protocol observed 

It is a great honour and privilege for me to stand in front of this house and present the Budget for 
the 2010/11 financial year. 

In this Budget we are going to reflect on what the municipality has achieved in the previous year 
and outline programmes and projects that will be undertaken in the coming year, which are aimed at 
contributing in the improvement of the quality of lives of our people. Our quest to be a Model African 
City of Excellence must begin in earnest strides which need to be made with this budget. 


REFLECTION ON PREVIOUS YEAR 


2010 FIFA World Cup 

As we are seated here today we can proudly say that we have met our obligations in ensuring that 
we meet World Cup standards as a Host City. That can be accredited by the fact that we have 
successfully hosted three out of the four games at the Stadium, I am confident and have no doubt. 
Honourable Speaker that we will this afternoon successfully host our final match between Cote 
d’Ivoire and Korea DPR and also providing the communities with well equipped and safe viewing 
areas. Messages of appreciation continue to pour in from tourists for the hospitality they enjoy on 
our shores 

Awareness and Support Programmes 

The municipality has established a unit, “Transversal Unit” to deal specifically with issues related to 
HIV/Aids, woman, children, youth, disability, elders (senior citizens), traditional leaders and 
traditional healers. The Unit is aimed at achieving the following four objectives firstly is to bring forth 
transformation and mainstream all transversal issues, programmes and projects which are gender, 
children, disability, elderly, HIV/AIDS, youth, traditional healers and tradition leaders; secondly is to 
monitor and evaluate the implementation of all transversal issues; thirdly is to coordinate and 
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facilitate of all transversal programmes / projects; and lastly is to manage the budget allocation for 
all transversal programmes and projects. 

HIV and AIDS prevention 

According to Ehlanzeni District Municipality, Mbombela has an HIV/AIDS Prevalence of 45%. It is 
the second highest in Enhianzeni District. Over 5000 people are already receiving ARV’s in 
Mbombela. There are over 3000 orphans and over 2000 vulnerable children in Mbombela who 
needs care and support. 

The municipality is in the process of reviewing its HIV and Aids strategy in order to address the 
pandemic. Moreover, the municipality is conducting workshops and training, specifically on issues 
related to HIV and Aids. We are also in the process of establishing a Mbombela Traditional Healer’s 
Forum. The forum is also aimed at creating a platform for engagement with all traditional healers 
around the Mbombela jurisdiction. To encourage participation in HIV/AIDS related programmes. 


Youth 

In respect of youth development programmes, the focus of the municipality is mainly on ensuring 
that the guidelines of the local government framework on youth development are adhered to. The 
focus however, is on the following two levels of mainstreaming. 

Two levels of mainstreams identified are as follows; 

Internal mainstreams that begins with all spheres of government developing and implementing 
youth friendly policies and strategies, setting out clear targets and budgets for youth within their 
budgetary and programmatic activities. This approach requires that the municipality looks at its 
human resources and ensures that its staff component consists of an acceptable proportion of 
youth, with opportunities for training and development and possibilities for career development 
within the municipality corporate ladder. 

External mainstreams are a second level which requires that every line department within a 
municipality takes into account the issues affecting young people in communities within municipal 
areas. 

Women and Gender Development 

The municipality convened a Women’s Summit of which the aim was to consult women and find out 
what the challenges are. The resolutions were mainly on assisting women on the following areas: 

• HIV and AIDS 

• Unemployment 

• Poverty 

• Economic empowerment 
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• Widowhood 

• Domestic violence and abuse against women in general 

The municipality drafted a Gender Development Strategy in 2008. The overall purpose of this policy 
document is to provide a framework that will serve as a guide for development of gender responsive 
programmes, projects, policies, and procedures within the municipality in transforming the status of 
women. The key outcome of the policy is to ensure the mainstreaming of gender in the broader 
planning agenda of the municipality. 

The targets of the Gender Policy and Strategy are the implementers of the programs, the Ehlanzeni 
District; stakeholders supporting gender development and all the citizens residing in the 
Municipality. Seven key priority areas or focus areas have been identified. These priorities cut 
across all departments and should be easily integrated to the existing programmes. It is anticipated 
that in the short run, the issues will be integrated in the reviewing processes of the IDP. The main 
outcome to all these processes is the realization of the immense role local government can play in 
women empowerment and development. 

The municipality is also in the process of establishing a Mbombela Integrated Transversal Issues 
Forum constituted by the representation of all sectors of the municipality. The primary purpose is to 
mainstream all Transversal issues internally and externally 

Service delivery protests 

The municipality was engulfed with protests from different wards. The situation compelled the 
Municipality to have a strategy to deal with the community protests. We have since decided to 
establish a Rapid Response committee to deal service delivery. Redeploy senior officials to lead 
certain sections that deal with service delivery. Redeploy political leadership to lead different unit 
e.g. 2010. The overall purpose. Is to ensure that rapid response to areas that are pressure points 
and threatened by service delivery protests and for officials to put processes in place that will 
address concerns raised by communities with immediately solutions. 

Human Settlement and Land Administration 

The municipality is faced with housing shortage. This problem has been exaggerated by the lack of 
suitable land for residential development; shortage of serviced stands and inadequate allocation of 
housing subsidies by the Provincial Department of Human Settlement. 

The municipality has developed a Housing Charter which among others highlights the housing 
demand database or waiting list information for the entire municipality. The housing waiting list as 
per the Housing Charter was prepared in consultation with the ward councillors, ward committees, 
community development workers (CDW’s) as well as municipal officials, specifically from Human 
Settlement Unit. 
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The housing problem is also linked with the rapid population growth caused by the migration of 
people in search of better job opportunities. The majority of these people come from the 
neighbouring rural municipalities and countries such as Mozambique and Swaziland. This has been 
exacerbated by the lack of a migration plan by the municipality, which the municipality will prepare 
in the 201 1/12 financial year. 

However, the municipality has identified suitable land for housing development around Nelspruit, 
Plaston, and White River. The suitable identified land is owned by the private sector, and the 
owners have already made offers to the municipality. Hence the only challenge is funding. The 
municipality has engaged other sister Departments to assist financially to acquire such land for 
integrated human settlement. 

Moreover, three (3) portions of land have been acquired by the Department of Human Settlement 
and Rural development and Land reform. The properties will be used for the development of 
integrated sustainable human settlement with full services. The properties include Casa da Lua (will 
provide approximately 500 stands); White River (will provide approximately 400 stands) and 
Maggiesdal (will provide approximately 800 stands). The municiapality has also identified Tekwane 
North Extension 1 (will provide approximately 550 stands) for human settlement. All these 
properties have not been serviced as yet. 

Currently the implementation of the housing projects is done by the Provincial Department of 
Human Settlement and there is nothing that the municipality can do to fast-track the delivery of 
houses. However, the municipality has applied for accreditation to administer all the housing related 
projects and it is expected that the accreditation will assist the municipality in addressing its housing 
backlog. 

In a bid to address the housing challenge, the municipality is in the process of drafting Integrated 
Housing Plan for the entire municipality. This will be done concurrently with the land audit, since it is 
impossible to separate housing provision with land. 


STRATEGIC PRIORITIES AND POSTURE 


With regard to alignment of the municipality’s strategic planning and priorities with the National, 
Provincial and District priorities, the Municipality has incorporated the Sakha iMbombela Turnaround 
Strategy into the Integrated Development Plan with the following broad strategic priorities being 
identified in the medium to a long-term; 

• to ensure a sustainable, integrated infrastructure development and basic services 

• Deepen democracy, promote good governance, Batho Pele, build and strengthen 
partnerships and social cohesion. 

• Facilitate the creation of a smart, innovative and learning city lab as well as an information 
and Knowledge Management Repository. 

• Create a vibrant, safe, clean, healthy and friendly city environment. 
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• Initiate the Matsafeni/ N4 gateway and Mbombela Golden Triangle corridor development. 

• Advance an over-arching human development and community development and the creation 
of sustainable livelihoods. 

• Re-profile and reposition Mbombela and create a sense of city identity through the successful 
hosting of a truly African world class FIFA World Cup which will leave a meaningful legacy in 
Mbombela, the Mpumalanga province and the region. 

The development and implementation of turnaround strategies by municipalities has become a 
mandatory requirement by the Department of Co-operative Governance and Traditional Affairs 
during 2010 and therefore our municipality saw a need in 2008 to develop such an important 
strategy in 2008 in order to refocus and guide the recovery and developmental initiatives of the 
institution. The Sakha iMbombela turnaround strategy is in line with the ten points plan of the Local 
Government Turnaround Strategy set by the Department of Co-operative Governance and 
Traditional Affairs. 


During the forthcoming medium-term, the municipality will channel its human, capital and financial 
resources to address the following six priorities to ensure the achievement of the broad strategic 
priorities in terms of the Integrated Development Plan; 

• Respond to service delivery backlogs; 

• Institutional arrangement, transformation and development; 

• Flagship projects; 

• 2010 legacy projects; 

• Social and local economic development; and 

• Human and community development. 

By achieving the above priorities, the municipality will have changed the lives of the local people to 
be better than before. 

As a result of a comprehensive public participation and consultative process followed in preparation 
of the medium-term integrated development plan, the municipality has identified the following needs 
of the local communities which should be addressed with the limited financial resources available 
during the 2010/11 to 2012/13 financial years. The identified local community needs have been 
classified or grouped into programmes and projects for proper planning and budgeting processes, in 
order of their priority; 

• Water provision; 

• Roads and stormwater management; 

• Electricity provision; 

• Sanitation provision; and 

• Waste minimisation and management 
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Local economic development (LED) 

According to the Department of Trade and Industry (2006), South Africa can be seen as one of the 
most promising emerging markets in the world. The highly developed first-world economic 
infrastructure on the one side and the emergent market economy on the other have created an 
opportunity for an entrepreneurial and dynamic investment environment. 

The economic vision for Mbombela as a Gateway is to create “a knowledge-driven, well connected, 
investment friendly environment, globally competitive region, which demonstrates how economic 
growth and environmental sustainability work together. 

The municipality is in a process of developing the long term Mbombela Development Strategy 
(MDS) to focus on identifying interventions intended to deliver this vision. The Plans have to be 
informed by the understanding of the sectors with growth potential and global significance - 
financial and business services; dry ports and logistics; and environmental technologies and 
services. Other key sectors include creative industries; advanced manufacturing; wholesale and 
retail; agri business; construction; and business and leisure tourism. 

The Plans will be structured around the key drivers of urban and rural competitiveness which are as 
follows: 

• Skills and human capital 

• Innovation, enterprise and creativity 

• Connectivity 

• Investment 

• Quality of life 

• Economic specialization /diversity 

• Decision-making 

• Job creation abilities 

• BEE capacity building 

• SMME development and support 


Successful regions rely on the talents of their people to drive growth and to capture 
opportunities. Our challenge is to mobilise and inspire our communities to realize their 
potential within a creative, knowledge driven region across a competitive series of locations. 


Infrastructure Development Plan 

The municipality has done well in infrastructure development especially in the urban areas; however 
the same cannot be said about disadvantaged areas. The infrastructure development in the 
disadvantaged areas is not supported by proper infrastructure planning and the quality of work and 
services provided is not to an acceptable level. Infrastructure plans are not linked to the strategic 
direction of the long term vision of the municipality. The municipality has a challenge of meeting 
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national targets in terms of service provision. Transport provision and linking communities with 
transport routes will have to be one of the priorities in improving transport development. 


To tackle these problems we have formulated a number of goals firstly provide universal access to 
basic services, secondly develop, regulate and manage built environment, thirdly Improve public 
Infrastructure maintenance and lastly Improve public transport system. 


Financial viability and Management. 

Financial management has become a serious concern for almost all municipalities in the country 
including Mbombela. There is a need to strengthen financial management skills of the most basic 
kind. Even where financially skilled people are appointed, the municipality has not been able to 
retain some of its staff due to pressure as a result of the under staffing of the department. Although 
internal controls have been put in place, the municipality has been experiencing poor governance 
system due under staffing. The municipal business system and processes are ineffective and it 
becomes impossible to enforce segregation of duties as only 50% of the approved positions are 
filled. 

The municipality has a serious challenge in its debt collection processes, especially in the 
previously disadvantaged areas where only non consumption services are rendered. There has 
been a challenge experienced with enforcing debt collection and an increase in the age of debts 
(i.e. outstanding debts of more than 90 days) impact hugely on their financial viability. This is 
compounded by the high number of indigents and the culture of non-payment in the previously 
disadvantaged areas. 

The Treasury Services Department has developed a revenue enhancement strategy to address 
some of the challenges leading to the dwindling payment levels. This strategy seeks to ensure that 
there is improvement in payment levels and recovery of outstanding debt. 

The municipality has also engaged in benchmarking exercises with other municipalities like 
Umhiathuze Local Municipality where a model on credit control measures enforcement that is used 
there is also investigated for implementing in our municipality. This is based on codes of good 
business practice by other municipalities. The economic situation outlook for the MTREF indicates 
an improvement on the performance of the economy and therefore the ability of ratepayers and 
consumers of municipal services will improve during the MTREF period. 

Proper implementation of the strategy will lead to an increase in the collection rate. An average 
increase of 3 - 6 % over MTREF period is envisaged. 

The anticipated revenue to be generated from the adjustments or increase of tariffs on property 
rates, services charge, grants as per DORA allocation and other revenues. The proposed average 
increases on different tariffs has been determined in line with the headline inflation forecasts for the 
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MTREF and to ensure financial sustainability of the municipality, sensitivity to the local economic 
conditions and the affordability of the ratepayers and consumers of municipal services. 

The municipality has shown a poor ability to accurately plan and spend the budgets. The 
municipality has appointed a service provider to deal with infrastructure asset management and to 
be finalized by the end of June 2010. Implementing the Property Rates Act has proved to be far 
more challenging than expected 

In order to ensure legally sound financial viability and management, the following corporate goal has 
been identified: 

Achieve good financial governance 

Financial management must adequately control the level of revenue and expenditure, and 
appropriately allocate public resources among sectors and programs. An essential first step is to 
improve the local taxation system ("bases", rates and administration), and put sound budgetary and 
financial procedure into place through comprehensive, accurate and transparent budgets that 
establish the basis for financial control and provide timely financial information. This highlights and 
strengthens the links between budget and performance in meeting key operational and strategic 
objectives. 

The entire municipal finance system culminates in the preparation, adoption, and implementation of 
the annual budget. The municipality intends to further strengthen its budget document to establish 
policy, guide operations, plan for future financial circumstances, and communicate to the citizens, 
businesses, investors and other stakeholders. The municipal finance system rests on a foundation 
of public confidence in its ability to fairly and effectively manage municipal finances over the long- 
term. 

The municipality preserves the public trust with clear and concise communications and transparent 
and accountable financial decision-making. 

To better manage large-scale investments, the municipality adopts an annual Capital Improvement 
Program that schedules engineering and design, land acquisition, and construction for large 
projects over the subsequent five years. Cash Management strategies must be strengthened to 
guide how the municipality invests in short-term cash flow portfolios to improve its cash flow.

The proposed total budget for the medium-term is R1.6 billion, R2.0 billion, and R2.0 billion 
respectively. The operating budget has increased from R1,0 billion in the 2009/2010 financial year 
to R1.2 billion in the 2010/2011 financial year. The capital budget has decreased from R1.3 billion 
in the 2009/2010 to R456 million in the 2010/2011 financial year. The decrease in capital 
expenditure budget is mainly due to the completion of the 2010 related projects. 

Overview of the Operating Budget 

The operating budget will for the first time in the next medium-term reflect operating surpluses of 
R19.8 million, R32.4 million and R36.9 million for 2010/11, 2011/12 and 2012/13 financial years 
respectively. The rationale for the operating surpluses is to leverage the future financial position of 
the municipality so as to ensure the municipality does not really heavily on debts in financing its 
future capital programme. 

Of the R1.1 billion. Honourable Speaker 28.8% will be spend for employees’ related costs, 27.7% 
for provision of bulk electricity and water, 11.3% on repair and maintenance of existing 
infrastructure, 23.4% on contracted services, and general expenditure (including depreciation and 
impairment of debts), 2.3% on debt servicing, 1.5% on remuneration of councillors and 5% will be 
spend on programmes and projects identified as the I DP priorities, as outlined below;

It is also important to mentioned, Honourable Speaker that for the first time the municipality has in 
this budget allocated R3 million for the disaster management response. 

The operating budget increase by 8.7% from the 2009/2010 adjusted budget to 2010/2011 and 
continues to maintain an averagely 9% increase for the two outer years. 

In ensuring poor households have access to free basic services in the medium-term, budget 
allocation of R39.8 million, R42.8 million and R45.9 million has been set aside in this regard. The 
following free basic services package will be provided to the poor households by the municipality;

The funding of the operating expenditure will mainly come from operating revenue to be generated 
from property rates, sale of electricity and water, refuse removal and sanitary services which 
amounts to 66.9% of the revenue budget, unconditional operating grants which amounts to 22.5% 
of the revenue budget and other revenues which amounts to 10.6% of the revenue budget.

The capital budget over the medium term shows a drastic decline of 66.05% amounting to R856 
million for the 2010/2011 budget year as compared to the 2009/2010 adjusted budget; this is mainly 
due to completion of the 2010 Soccer World Cup infrastructure projects. For the 2011/2012 
forecast, the capital budget is projected to increase by 63.8% to R747 million and decrease by 
27.9% to R584 million for the 2012/2013 forecast. 

The total capital budget is funded from capital replacement reserve (own revenue) R211 million, 
government grants and subsidies R189, 7 million, external loans R 47 million and service 
contributions R8.4 million. 

Due to underspending, which we will put mechanisms in place in the 2010/11 financial year to 
ensure we diagnose and heal the illness of the underspending and projects which are implemented 
over multi-year on the 2009/2010 capital budget, roll-over projects amounting to R251.2 million from 
2009/10 financial year will be implemented during 2010/11 financial year. The roll-over projects 
amounting to R146.2 million are funded from conditional grants and for the municipality to roll-over 
the unspent conditional grant funding to implement the projects, an approval from National Treasury 
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will have to be sought in terms of Municipal Finance Management Act, Circular 51 and the Division 
of Revenue Act. 

In addressing the community needs in terms of the programmes and projects identified during the 
public participation and stakeholders consultative processes, the capital budget has been prepared 
as follows;

Overview of the Annual Budget Process 


The budget process for Mbombela Municipality outlines the current and future direction that will 
be followed in order to meet the legislative requirement. The budget process enables the 
Municipality to optimally involve the community and other stakeholders in the budgeting 
process. The 2010/2011 process commenced with the development and approval in 
September 2009. 

During November 2009 a two day IDP/ budget Lekgotia was held at Bundu Lodge as a 
strategic session where key priorities were identified and agreed upon with the political office 
bearers. It was followed by a second lekgotia at Sivesetfu Lodge held from 11 to 12 March 
2010 for two days where the triangle node approach was used to identify the backlog for 
development.

In term of the Supplementary Agreement number three (3) to be entered into between the 
municipality and Silulumanzi, the equitable share for provision of basic services on water and 
sewerage will increase from R6.7 million to R17.5 million per annum which why the free basic 
on water and sewer allocation for 2010/2011 has increased to R32.2 million, compared to 
R21 .8 million in 2009/2010 financial year. 


7. Budget Related Policies: Overview and Amendments 

The municipality’s budgeting process is guided and governed by relevant legislation and 
budget related policies. The main purpose of budget related policies is to govern and guide the 
budget process and inform the projections of the medium term. The following budget related 
policies have been reviewed or are currently being reviewed / amended in line with MFMA and 
the Municipal System Act. 

Mbombela Property Rates By-Law has been amended in order to include the new 
developments and regulations issued in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 06 of 2004. 
The amended By-Law was open for public to express their comments or give inputs and public 
and stakeholders’ consultative engagements were held during April 2010. 

Virement Policy 

A draft Virement policy has been developed in terms of the Municipal Budget and Reporting 
Regulation No 32141, 2009. The draft virement policy seeks to give clear guidelines in terms 
of which movement and transfer of funds between votes and line-items can be made and also 
give certain delegation of authority to the Municipal Manager, General Managers, Senior 
Managers and Managers. 

Funding and Reserves Policy 

This policy has been developed in terms of Section 8 of the Local Government: Municipal 
Budget and Reporting Regulations which is in accordance with Section 17 and 168 of the 
Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 2003. The policy sets out the assumptions and 
methodology for estimating the following: 

• Projected billings, collections and all direct revenues. 

• Provision for revenue that will not be collected. 

• Funds that the municipality can expect from investments. 
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Proceeds the municipality can expect to receive from the transfer or disposal of assets. 
Council's borrowing requirements. 

Funds to be set aside in reserves. 


Tariff Policy 

The Municipal system Act requires Council to adopt a Tariff Policy. The general financial 
management functions covered in section 62 of the MFMA includes the implementation of a 
tariff policy. The tariff policy takes into consideration all applicable legislation. 


Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy 

This policy has been developed in line with section 96(b) and 98 of the local Government 
Municipal system Act, 2000 and the credit control and debt collection By-Law. 

Free Basic Services Policy 

This policy has been developed to address non affordability of services by indigent 
communities. 


Investment of funds, reserves, borrowing and cash management. 

Investment of cash is managed and invested in accordance with the municipality’s approved 
investment policy which is aligned with National Treasury’s municipal investment regulations 
implemented 01 April 2005. 


Supply Chain Management Policy 

In terms of the section 111 of the MFMA a municipality must adopt and implement a supply 
chain management policy which gives effect to the requirements of the Act. 


Draft Asset Management policy 

This policy complies with all relevant legislative requirements including: 

• The Constitution of the Republic Of South Africa, 1996; 

• Municipal Structures Act, 11998; 

• Municipal Systems Act,2000 

• Division of Revenue Act (enacted annually) 

• Municipal Finance Management Act, 56 of 2003 

It further complies with standards specified by the Accounting Standard Board. The relevant 
currently recognized accounting standards include, GRAP 17: Property, Plant and Equipment.

9. Overview of Budget Funding 

Fiscal Overview 

In compliance with the relevant statutory requirements, the medium term revenue and 
expenditure framework is reviewed and updated on an annual basis. 

The municipality continues to display a sound financial profile and high liquidity levels, which is 
mainly attributable to 

• Balanced and credible budgets being funded from realistically anticipated revenue to be 
collected or received 

• The municipality operates within its annual budget, as approved by Council 

• The municipality maintains a positive cash and investments position 

Loan and Investments 

The municipality will continue to fund each financial year’s operating budget from its current 
revenues. In terms of funding the capital budget the municipality will undertake much of its 
service delivery programmes from both internally generated reserves and long term external 
funding section 45 of the municipal finance management act give guidance give guidance short 
term borrowing in the municipality. 
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The ability of the municipality to deliver on progress depends largely on its funding sources 
which are summarized as follows: 

Operating budget 

Mbombela municipality receives its funding from many sources including property rates, 
service charges, government grants and other revenue. The operating revenue in total has 
increased by 10.85% from the current financial year adjusted budget. Electricity accounts for 
35.79% of the total operating budget excluding income foregone in terms of free basic 
electricity. Property rates accounts for 24.23% of the total operating revenue budget excluding 
any rebates. Government operating grants accounts 22.46% of the total operating revenue 
budget, which means that Council is only 22.46% grant dependant on operating budget.

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Capital Budget 


The capital budget over the medium term shows a drastic decline of 66.05% amounting to 
R856 million for the 2010/2011 budget year as compared to the 2009/2010 adjusted budget; 
this is mainly due to completion of the 2010 Soccer World Cup infrastructure projects. For the 
2011/2012 forecast, the capital budget is projected to increase by 63.81% to R747 million and 
decrease by 27.91% to R584 million for the 2012/2013 forecast. 

The total capital budget is funded from capital replacement reserve (own revenue) R211 
million, government grants and subsidies R189, 7 million, external loans R 47 million and 
service contributions R8, 4 million.

1 1 .2 Surcharge 

Besides the applicable charges in terms of sub-item 10.1, all consumers in this area shall 
pay a surcharge of 5%.

Consumers may pay for connection charges in cash or in the form of monthly extension 
charges. In cases where consumers pay in cash for connection charges a monthly 
extension charge for maintenance purposes shall be payable.
